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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

Claims 9 and 22 have been amended. 
Claims 1-6, 8, 11 and 14-21 have been canceled. 
Claims 7, 9, 10, 12, 13 and 22-25 are pending. 

Claims 7, 9, 10, 12, 13 and 22-25 are allowed. 
Response to Arguments 

I. Applicant's arguments in the After- Final filed 11/29/2010, with respect to amendments 
made to claims 9 and 22, have been considered and are persuasive based on the indication of the 
allowable subject matter in the Final Rejection mailed 10/1/2010; therefore the grounds of 
rejection have been withdrawn. 

Examiner's Amendment 

II. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

III. The prior art or record fails to teach neither singly nor in combination, the claimed 
limitations of "wherein reconfiguring the appliance includes creating a composite of the portion 
of the first configuration data and the portion of the second configuration data" as stated in 
independent Claims 9 and 22 (see Specification pages 6-10, 23-26 and 28-33). These 
limitations, in conjunction with other limitations in the independent and dependent claims, are 
not specifically disclosed or remotely suggested in any prior art as stated in the Final Rejection 
mailed 10/1/2010. A review of Claims 7, 9, 10, 12, 13 and 22-25 in view of the Examiner's 
remarks above, indicates that Claims 7, 9, 10, 12, 13 and 22-25 are allowable over the prior art of 
record.
